But formerly, when 
a woman’s occupations, interests and 
Influence were largely determined by 
ber father, lover or husband, she 
could not pull her own destiny and 


that of others down about be* sars 
by her indecision. To-day a girl Is not 
ont of her teens before she Is called 
upon to decide momentous questions. 
Shall she go to college? Shall she be¬ 
come a wage-earner, or shall she con¬ 
tent herself with the limitations of 
her home? Shall she marry? Shall 
she give her deepest interest to club 
or church or home? In short, the 
whole duty of women resembles the 
work of the Yankee farmer, who was 
sorting his year's crop of potatoes 
Into three different piles—the best, the 
fair, and the poor. A neighbor walk¬ 
ing by called out, “Hard work, Mr. 
Johnson?” “No,” replied the old man, 
hesitatingly, “ 'Taln’t exactly hard 
work, hut it’s an awful strain on the 
Jedgment!” So with the demands 
made to-day on a woman." Wherever 
she turns she meets the necessity for 
making up her mind—quickly, rightly, 
effectively. Unhappy she who finds 
herself upset by the task. For Robert 
Browning seems to have read the lot 
of the modern woman even more 
clearly than that of the man, when he 
wrote, “Life's business being Just the 
terrible choice.” 

A Norwegian explorer has at last 
achieved what daring men of almost 
every civilized nation have been at¬ 
tempting for more than three cen¬ 
turies. Capt. Roand Amundsen has 
completed the northwest passage 
“without change of cars,” or ships. 
The fuct of the existence of a north¬ 
west passage was discovered long ago. 
Earlier explorers succeeded In travers¬ 
ing It. But to do this they had to 
leave behind the vessels on which 
they had entered the Arctic ocean, 
walk some distance over the Ice, and 
get nboard vessels which had come 
from the opposite direction. Capt. 
Amundsen 1ms won the distinction of 
being the first man in the history of 
the world to navigate the arctic re¬ 
gion from Davis strait to Behring 
strait in one and the same vessel. 
He has realized the dream of ages. 
When Columbus sailed from Spain In 
1492 it was with the aim of finding 
toward tlio west a shorter and safer 
route to India than the one around 
the Cape of Good Hope. He thought 
when he reached America that he had 
accomplished ills object. Years passed 
before It became known that what he 
had found was not a new route to the 
east but a new world. Efforts then 
began to find northeast and northwest 
passages from Europe to Asia. Adolf 
Erik Nordenskjold, a Russian, com¬ 
pleted the northwest passage in 1879. 
The first great advance In the explora¬ 
tion of the northwest passage was 
made by John Davis, who discovered 
the strait named after him in 15S5. 
IIenrlk*Hudson followed him in 1007, 
and In 1010 BatUn reached latitude 
77 degrees 45 minutes, a record that 
stood unequaled for 230 years. There 
was a great revival of arctic explora¬ 
tion In the early part of the nine¬ 
teenth century. Sir John Franklin 
was sent by the British government 
with two ships and 129 men express¬ 
ly to make the Northwest passage. 
Nothing was heard of the party from 
1848 to 1854, when It was learned that 
It had perished. Numerous expedi¬ 
tions were sent out for Its relief, 
among them that of Robert McClure, 
who passed through Bering strait In 
1850 and went eastwurd ns fnr as 
Melville island. Here it was necessary 
to abandon the ship. In the spring 
of 1854 McClure and his crew were 
met and rescued by McCllntock’s par¬ 
ty, which lind eomo up from the east, 
and taken back to England. McClure 
was thus the first to make the North 
west passage. For his achievement 
he was knighted by the Rrltlsh govern¬ 
ment, promoted to a captaincy In the 
navy, and highly honored by scien¬ 
tific societies. The early arctic ex 
ploratlons were commercial In object. 
It long since 'became certain that a 
Northwest passage would be useless 
for commercial purposes, because il 
would bo prnctlcnly unnavlgable. Ex 
ploratlons were continued for reasons 
of sentiment anil of science. Capt 
Amundsen’s voyage Is of great Inter 
est from the sentimental and historical 
standpoints. Its results may also have 1 
scientific value. It Is reported that 
Amundsen has positively located the 
magnetic pole on King William’s Is 
land, and his observations may en 
able scientific men to clear up some 
obscure electric and magnetic phenom 
eua which have long greatly puzzled 
them.

FREE SPEECH. INDEED. 


It Is a well-known fact that the an¬ 
archists, while they keep the Conti¬ 
nent of Europe In terror, make little 
disturbance In England. The cause of 
this Is the peculiar treatment accorded 
them In “the tight little island,” where 
they are allowed to meet and express 
their views without fear of police mo¬ 
lestation, and with a freedom that 
might well surprise even this land of 
free speech. 

Recently the Russian peace envoy, 
Sergius Witte, In an Interview with a 
New York police commissioner, asked 
how many of the arrests made In the 
metropolis on the previous day had 
been for political offenses. 

The commissioner promptly replied, 
“Not one,” and began to explain how 
little there was of that sort of thing 
in a free country like this, expatiating 
with pardonable pride on the great de¬ 
gree of freedom of speech in the Unit¬ 
ed States. 

The distinguished foreigner listened 
politely, but did not seem overwhelm¬ 
ed. Although a son of autocratic Rus¬ 
sia, in his travels he had learned a 
thing or two about freedom. 

In his turn he related an Incident 
that occurred on one of his visits to ; 
London. His attention was one day 
caught by a great assemblage sur¬ 
rounding a man who was talking and 
gesticulating violently. Immediately 
surrounding the speaker were a num¬ 
ber of policemen. 

“I nsked what was the enuse of 
this,” said Mr. Witte, "and my infor¬ 
mant replied, ‘Oh, the police are pro¬ 
tecting the speaker against the crowd. 
He’s attacking the king, you know, 
and the government und the social or¬ 
der.’ ” 

THE NEW "MINUTE MEN.” 

Hr.. Kit.on Hn. Taken n II lack.- 
milltli am n Model. 

A new conception of a “minute man” 
Is that which Theo Alice Ruggles Kit- 
son has embodied In .her statue for 
the town of Framingham, which is be¬ 
ing cast In bronze at the present time, 
and which Is to he unveiled next April 

The popular and poetic conception of 
the minute men of 177(1 Is that*they 
were all farmers—the men who tilled 
the soil—and It has been the artistic 
idea. 

But Mrs. Ivltson believes that there 
were other "minute men” at the time 
who deserve equally as much credit 
ns the farmers, but whose claims to 
fame have been overlooked by both 
poets and artists. The artisans of 
the period were Just as much “minute 
men” as the farmers, and among them 
there were none more Important nor 
more Influential than the village black¬ 
smith. He left his forge and anvil and 
took down his musket at the “call to 
arms,” as did the farmer, for It was 
in his shop and beside his roaring lire, 
while the horses were being shod, that; 
the farmers met and discussed the 
events of those days. He was then a 
power In every village community, was 
this village blacksmith. It Is this man 
whom Mrs. Kltson has worked Into en¬ 
during bronze us her idea of the min¬ 
ute man. 

The stern old blacksmith holds his 
musket in open hand while he pours 
from Ids powder horn the next 
"charge” that shall drive tha bullet 
at the enemy. The face is strong, the 
body of the mnii powerful, as befits 
the blacksmith type, and the pose is 
excellent. He wears his leather apron 
and loose shirt and bared, muscular 
arms tell of long, hard work with 
sledge and hammer. There is also 
strength li\ every line of the Intense 
face, In theepowerful neek and the 
legs on which the figure stands firmly. 
He stands beside an anvil—the symbol 
of his calling.—Boston Globe. 

llisrh 8pi‘wl for Parcel.. 

A French system for a high-speed 
railway for the transmission of pur- : 
cels and mail matter Is now being 
developed where a speed of 150 miles 
an hour has been attained. It Is de¬ 
signed to serve for interurban or long¬ 
distance transmission the same func¬ 
tion as the pneumatic tubes in cities. 
It consists of a line of single rail, on 
which the main wheels of the car or 
carriage run, while there is a guide 
rail, against which special guide 
wheels hear. The propelling power Is 
supplied by three phase motors, which 
use current at 1,000 volis and 40 cycles 
a second. The motors are connected 
by belts with the driving wheels and 
ail elaborate system for lubrication 
with automatic oil pumps Is provided. 

The car used in the tests is 28.8 feet 
iu length and liLj feet in width and 
weighed six and three-quarter tons, 
there being accommodation for a half 
ton of parcels or mail matter, which 
! could be carried In a space of seventy 
cubic feet. 

The experimental track used for test 
ing the new system was'circular, with 
a radius of 1,040 feet, and on this a 
speed of 150 miles an hour was at 
I tallied readily—In fact, this speed lie 
ing secured within five minutes from 
starting. The operation of the car 
can be controlled by the current and 
by means of wings, which can be 
. opened automatically through the cut¬ 
ting of a string by a fixed knife placed 
, in the path of the car. 

The use of such a system when prac 
1 tlcally developed would result In cut 
i ting down the time required for send 
Ing mail matter between adjacent 
' cities from one-half to two-tliirds, and 
no particularly elaborate features of 
i construction are Involved.—Harper’s 
Weekly.

FEDERAL SUPERVISION OF INSURANCE. 

By John A. M'Call, President New York Lite. 

On the subject of federal regulation 
of life Insurance companies in the 
United States one might make the ref¬ 
erence as brief as the famous chapter 
on sn&kes In Ireland by saying there 
is no such thing as federal regulation 
of life insurance In the United States, 
but because such regulation Is emi¬ 
nently desirable I am minded to say 
a word with respect to it. 

The act of the Fifty-seventh Con¬ 
gress, authorizing the establishment of 
a department of commerce and labor 
joiin a. call. ma y 0 p e n the way for presentation of 
the issues Involved. The bureau of commerce has already 
proved of great assistance to insurance companies trans¬ 
acting business in foreign countries, and if its work should 
in some way bring about a review of the disputed ques¬ 
tions with an affirmative result a great nnd permanent ser¬ 
vice will have been rendered to insurance interests. Fed¬ 
eral regulation of life insurance could be made to secure 
for every policy holder all the benefits now secured by the 
best State regulation of the business and without the 
crudity and the enormous expense involved In its regula¬ 
tion by forty odd Insurance departments under our present 
system. 

SCEPTER OF COMMERCE IN AMERICAN CONTROL.

' '_J The scepter of commercial power is speedily 

IfJ passing into American control. If we are but 
B.I true to the vast opportunities which lie at our 
jhf hands, the United States will become the ac- 
tij knowledged lender In the commerce of the world. 
Vr The conquest will be achieved by the men of 

JL trade nnd not by the men of war. It will come 

by an Irresistible law of commercial gravity. It 
will come because of our increased productive 
capacity; because of our superior ability to supply the 
needs of others; because of the illimitable resources of our 
farms, mines and factories; because of multiplied methods 
and enlarged facilities of cheap transportation from the 
centers of production down to the seaboard. 

We take pride in our commerce because it tends to lift 
the country to a higher anil better level. It tends to equal¬ 
ize conditions. It enlarges the opportunity of labor and 
capital, anil gives our people more homes nnd fills them 
witli more of the comforts of life. It brings communities 
nnd trade centers together in common interest. A higher 
civilization follows in its pathway. 

While we nre a commercial people, we are not sub¬ 
servient to commercialism. We seek to expand commerce 
as a means, not as an end. We seek Its conquests that we 
may minister to those high aspirations which ure the birth¬ 
right of the Anglo-Saxon race. 

STRIKING OIL IS RISKY BUSINESS.

1 "Striking oil” still Is one of the most mennlng- 

KJ ful phrases used in the vernacular of modern iu- 
tt'l vestment. It Is at once the safest and the rlsk- 
ff.J lest proposition that can appeal to the capitalist. 
pi The spouting well Is In the fireworks stage of 
nr the business—otherwise, speculative stage; not 

JL till It lias settled down to respond to the pumps 

JA for at least twelve months does the careful lu- 

vector begin to consider its dividend paying cer¬ 
tainties. 

“Too much oil” was the first of Texas experiences. The 
greatest flow of oil In the history of drilling was from the 
Lucas well, which, from a depth of 1,025 feet, threw oil 
180 feet Into the air, at the rate of 70,000 barrels hi twenty- 
four hours. A lake of IKK),000 barrels was formed from the 
unchecked overflow, stretching a mile or more from the 
derrick. Crude oil dropped from $1 a barrel to 1 cent a 
barrel, while water held strong at 25 cents a barrel. The 
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lake became such a menace that It was decided to burn It. 
When this was done, and when the Insane ideas regarding 
the Impossible vastness of the deposits had been shaken 
sufficiently, the Investors began to have hopes of dividends. 

Considered geologically, nearly all the great oil fields 
of the United States are within the belt that starts In New 
York and trending southwest at au angle of 45 degrees, 
takes in Pennsylvania, West Virginia, Kentucky and Ten¬ 
nessee. The Knnsas belt starts near the city of Chanute, 
In that State, and along a line at the same angle southwest 
nre the southwestern Kansas fields, the Indian Territory 
and the Texas fields. 

There are men who have made more money In oil within 
two years than they made in mercantile and financial ven¬ 
tures in a quarter of a century. As to how much money 
thousands of young plungers have lost In the aggregate in 
that time—that is altogether another story. But It Is 
largely their own fault, ns they plunge In without expe¬ 
rience or careful thought. 

REMEDY FOR MUNICIPAL ROTTENNESS.

f“ ” .J The most conspicuous fact of municipal gov* 
Sj ernments In the United States to-day Is that they 
B.I are governments by the few and not by the 
IKJ people. There Is more aggressive rottenness and 
uj less aggressive patriotism In our large cities than 
W anywhere else. If the patriotism can be made 
JL as aggressive as the rottenness the problem of 
.AJw good government would be solved by the people 
taking the government into their own hands. If 
corruption exists the people are to blame. If corruption 
Is to be eradicated the people alone can do It. 

- The moral revolution now sweeping over the land means 
the patriotism that comes from the hi^rt, not from the 
head. Many men would be willing. If need be, to give up 
tlielr lives for their city or State. They are needed some¬ 
times, and this kind of patriotism cannot be too highly 
commended, hut the man who Is willing to live for his city 
and State every day is the man that is needed just now. 
There may be as much patriotism in giving one’s time to 
tho betterment of civic conditions nnd the election of good 
men to office nnd in purifying the ballot as In baring one’s 
breast to the bullets of an enemy. 

There never was a time when the need for pntrlotlc 
men In public affairs was greater than now. We need 
more men actuated alone by the public good and fewer of 
those who are in polities merely for revenue. The strength 
of the lawless element Is greSt, but it Is as nothing when It 
comes In contact with a public conscience thoroughly 
aroused. The people can overthrow civic evil whenever they 
want to and get just ns good government ns they deserve 
or as bad as they permit It to become. 

ALL IN A DAY’S WORK.

But 
id they will do It. Few families there nre indeed 
Ur who do not "tear down” what the mother has 
[f with patience and fortitude built up. 

JR Every housekeeper has certain little cranky 

notions that there really Is no use of her holding 
to, but it does seem'as if she ought to have things as she 
wants them In her own workshop. I think men have an 
idea that women complain a great deal about their work. 
I don’t know about that. I do know a number of lazy 
women, hut my Idea about the matter is that the vast ma¬ 
jority of us do entirely too much without ever saying a 
word. 

When we reach the complaining stage it Is a pretty sure 
sign that the wonderful strength and force that has kept 
us up so long Is on the wane. A woman’s complaint of 
overwork Is nearly always a danger signal—women are 
often cruelly overworked without even knowing It. 
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One of the most powerful causes of 
disease In London, says Prof. Mac- 
fayden, is the Inhalation of dust. The 
constant Inhalation of particles of 
dust, particularly at times of fog, has 
a deleterious effect on the respiratory 
functions, producing bronchitis, pneu¬ 
monia and kindred diseases. 

A shrinkage In the world’s water 
supply is predicted by M. Martel, the 
French explorer of caves. Through 
the erosion' and corrosion of the 
earth’s surface, he says, the water 
level is being continually lowered, 
and, unless measures for preventing 
tills are adopted, a large part of the 
world will, a few centuries hence, die 
of thirst. 

Helium proves to he the one "per¬ 
manent gas. Prof. Olszewski lias 
suddenly released it from n pressure 
of 180 atmospheres at the tempera¬ 
ture where hydrogen Is about to solid¬ 
ify, but there was no sign of liquefy¬ 
ing, although the temperature devel¬ 
oped was estimated at 271 degrees 
below zero Cent. This temperature is 
witli I n two degrees of absolute zero. 

A stop toward the adoption of the 
decimal system of weights and meas¬ 
ures ,ln Great Britain was taken by 
the hoard of trade a few months ago. 
It was decided to authorize the prep 
oration of standard weights of 29 
pounds, 10 pounds and 5 pounds each. 
There is at present a 50-pound weight 
In use, and the success of this as a 
time and labor saver has contributed 
toward the decision In favor of the 
new weights above named. 

In spectacular geology the Vavau 
volcano in Samoa seems to have n 
place by itself. The crater Is seven 
miles Inland, and It forms lava moun¬ 
tains that nre slowly carried great 
distances by the molten sea beneath, 
ns many ns five or six of these shift¬ 
ing mountain chains seeming to be 
now In existence. The mountains may 
have a length of four or five miles, 
with a width of a quarter of a mile 
In places, and a height of two hun¬ 
dred feet.

This 
is estimated to have brought a saving 
in fuel alone of $37,5<K) a year. If 
the future motors nre to be driven by 
explosion, lie suggests the use of 
powder or dynamite, nnd predicts 
fame and fortune to the man harness¬ 
ing dynamite for power. 

In order to protect the Interior of 
ships from the humidity caused by 
condensation upon the metallic walls 
during sudden changes of tempera¬ 
ture, the Italian marine lias experi¬ 
mented with a kind of hygroscopic 
varnish, or coating, the essentinl 
component of which is ground cork, 
which is consolidated by pressure 
with copal and litharge, and applied 
to the walls. Dr. Belli finds that the 
cork* varnish absorbs the watery 
vapor of the atmosphere to the extent 
of eight or nine grams for every 
meter of surface exposed. 

TOMBSTONE TELLS A STORY. 

FlittfK Nlein.tr I ii IIcm In Marble the 
Work of a Lifetime. 

In the cemetery at Boylston, Mass., 
is a tombstone which bears this in¬ 
scription, “The emblems on the four 
comers of the lot represent the dif¬ 



ferent kinds of business iu which 1 
have been engaged.” This memorial 
was erected by George A. Flagg iu 
honor of himself. He is not dead yet; 
far from it. He is engaged in a pros¬ 
perous business—cidermaking, with 
which he combines house building. He 
wanted his tombstone to suit him and 
he had It done during his lifetime so 
that he could supervise the job. It Is 
certainly unique. 

The heavy block of white marble 
stands in the middle of the lot, while

But In the smaller ones the top is 
hollowed, and within tills hollow on 
the first stone there Is a marble repre¬ 
sentation of u pile of cord wood; In 
the second is a cow; in the third a 
cider barrel, nnd In the fourth a house.

Egyptian hieroglyphics seem, by com¬ 
parison, ns n child’s primer. Yet the 
matter Is simple enough; those articles 
represent In marble the four different 
wnys In which Mr. Flagg has amassed 
a comfortable fortune. He Is proud of 
having been successful, nnd believes 
that one of the most vital character¬ 
istics of a man Is his method of mak¬ 
ing money. So, briefly, he will Inform 
the world about himself when he dies. 

"How did 1 happen to erect such a 
monument?” he repeated, iu reply to a 
question put to him. “Well. I’ll tell 
you. Ever since I was ‘knee high to a 
grasshopper' I've been going through 
cemeteries looking at the tombstones. 
I used to like to read the Inscriptions, 
and then wonder about the men. On 
most of tliem there wasn't much but 
'Here lies Tom Grant,’ or ‘Here lies 
Jim Smith.’ Now, that doesn’t tell a 
fellow much. What did I know of the 
man when 1 got through reading that?

Miss Alice Roosevelt is the sixth girl to be married 
in the home of the President of the United States. The 
last White House wedding was more than nineteen 
years ngo, ln Grover Cleveland's administration, when 
he chose Miss Folsom as mistress of the White House. 
Their wedding was the last of a series that were scat¬ 
tered pretty evenly through the nineteenth century. 

Beginning in 1820, the first was the wedding of Miss 
Maria Monroe. The Empire style still showed its in¬ 
fluence in the short waist and straight, scant skirt. Over 
the simple gown of white satin was worn a little bodice 
of pale blue satin. Tlds was finished at the bottom with 
little lace-trimmed tabs. Two simple fillets of silver 
were bound around the.smoothly parted hair, while a 
wreath of roses held the long veil in place. 

Miss Elizabeth Tyler in 1841 wore a bridal gown which 
at that period was a marvel of beauty. An overdress of 
heavy white satin was fitted tightly to the figure above 
the waist, while the flaring skirt was slashed open ln 
front to show nn underskirt of palest lavender, trimmed 
with flounces of Brussels lace. The edges of the white 
overskirt were embroidered in silver. The sleeves show¬ 
ed ruffles of the same lace. Fastening the front of the 
bodice were silver-embroidered buttons with festoons 
of pearls. 

The next wedding was in 18(5(5, when Miss Harriet 
Lane wore the charming costume of that period. About 
her sloping shoulders were folds of white satin ar¬ 


ranged so ns to form a deep point in front. Beneath 
this the tight-fitting bodice was drawn down ln like 
manner, while the stiffly supported, voluminous skirt 
puffed out like a balloon below It. Bands of the mate¬ 
rial, laid in narrow plaits, encircled the skirt, with a 
deep flounce of point lace at the bottom, caught by pink 
roses. 

A wedding that Is still remembered was that of Miss 
Nellie Grant ln 1874. Her gown of white satin was 
made with long, tight-fitting bodice, having a vest of 
rare lace. The square neck was tilled with a little frill 
of lace. About the hips was draped satin In heavy 
folds, which were drawn up at the buck In an enormous 
mass of material from which hung the rather scant 
train. A deep ruffle of lace trimmed the bottom of the 
skirt. Iler hair was dressed high, with a deep fringe 
in front, and sprays of orange blossoms were fastened 
in the veil. 

When Miss Frances Folsom became the bride of Pres¬ 
ident Cleveland in 188(5 her gown of rich white satin 
was ln the height of fashion. The long, perfectly fitting 
bodice was lavishly trimmed with point lace nnd fin¬ 
ished about the bottom with narrow folds of the ma¬ 
terial. These formed a broad band, which was further 
decorated by a garland of delicate pink roses. At the 
back great folds of the satin fell from the high bustle, 
to form a long train. The veil, fastened with orange 
blossoms, was long enough In the back almost to cover 
the train. She carried no bouquet.

THE MAKE-UP OF CONGRESS. 

Varlona Occupations Represented In 
the Lower House. 

Never before hos there been such a 
diversity of occupations and profes¬ 
sions found as In the present House of 
Representatives. Lawyers, as usual, 
are In the majority, and on a division 
of lawyers alone this class would poll 
210 votes. 

There is no other profession repre¬ 
sented which comes anywhere near 
reaching the figures of the lawyer 
members. Of doctors there are two— 
Representative Barchfeld, the tallest, 
widest and heaviest man In Congress, 
and his colleague. Representative Sara-) 
uel, of Pennsylvania. John Wesley 
Gaines, of Tennessee, was graduated 
lu medicine, but has not practiced it 
recently. 

Next in point of numbers to lawyers 
are the bankers, of whom there are 
fifteen. Manufacturers and farmers 
come next, with thirteen members 
each. Editors and merchants are next 
In rank, each being represented in the 
House membership by eleven men. 

Three members admit In their pub¬ 
lished biographies that they were at 
one time "drummers,” and three mem¬ 
bers say they worked as newspaper 
reporters before breaking Into Con¬ 
gress. 

Five members are dealers lu or man¬ 
ufacturers of lumber; three are black¬ 
smiths and two are house builders. 
Only three men In the entire member¬ 
ship of the House have the hardi¬ 
hood to admit that they are connected 
with life insurance companies. 

Some of the other occupations and 
professions represented, with the num¬ 
ber of each, are: Stonecutter, 1; car¬ 
riage painter, 1; tanner, 1; printer, 1; 
newspaper publishers, 2; hotel keeper, 
1; truckman, 1; apple grower, 1; tele¬ 
graph operator, 1; milliner, 1; lecturer, 
1; railroad president, 1; oil operators, 
C; stenographer, 1; nurseryman, 1; rail¬ 
road section hand, T, and real estate 
dealers, 2. 

John Sharp Williams, the minority 
leader, classifies himself as a planter, 
nnd Julius Kahn, of California, admits 
that he was once an actor nnd played 
with Booth. 

Representative Denby, of Michigan, 
a son of the United States minister to 
China, gives Ills occupation as “gun¬ 
ner's mnte, U. S. N.” 

Representative Washington Gnrdl- 
ncr, of Michigan, is a minister of the 
gospel, nnd Representative Wachter, of 
Maryland, Is down as a "sponger of 
cloth.” Representative Mlchnlek, In 
his write-up of himself, gives his occu¬ 
pation as n “bookkeeper.” 

There are three stockmen nnd two 
coal operators, one trainman, a miner, 
three teachers nnd a mechanical engi¬ 
neer. The iron Industry is represent¬ 
ed by three members. 

Of the remaining unclassified fifty- 
two members, a majority are lawyers, 
but do not work at their "trade.” They 
are generally just politicians, having 
held public office so long that they do 
not give nny other occupation.

Every morning before the wheels 
nnd shuttles of the big Worcester 
(Mass.) Slipper Company are set in mo¬ 
tion a half-hour 
prayer service is 
conducted by the 
owner of the fac¬ 
tory, J. Prescott 
Grosveuor. While 
the machinery in 
t h e neighboring 
plants is whirring 
and clanking, tho 
strains of a hymn 
may be heard com¬ 
ing from tills big 
j. i*. ukosvenoh. brick building. 

There is a brief Scripture reading, a 
prayer, another hymn, and then tho 
signal is given, the steam is turned on, 
and the confusing roar of a big shoe 
factory takes the place of the Sab¬ 
bath calm. Mr. Grosvenor has a small 
chapel in the factory, which he has 
named the Pauline Memorial Chapel, 
and here the services take place. At¬ 
tendance is not compulsory, but a good¬ 
ly proportion of the 250 employes are 
present. 

"Religion,” says Mr. Grosvenor, “is 
Inseparable from every part of a 
man's life. There Is no reason why a 
man should go to church on Sunday 
and try to deceive In his business deal¬ 
ings on Monday. For eighteen years 
1 have conducted my business accord¬ 
ing to the dictates of my conscience, 
and, to the best of my belief, I have 
done no injury to a single mortal. I 
have no sympathy for men who do not 
conduct their business on Christian 
principles. Tho teachings of the Bible 
are the only guide for a man who is

buyer or employe.”

Although less than twenty years 
have passed since it -was first proved 
In Richmond, Va., that there were com¬ 
mercial possibilities in the overhead 
trolley, the profession of electric rail¬ 
roading has already become so well es¬ 
tablished that ail sorts of young men 
are getting into it. It is again reported 
this fall from several districts of the 
Middle West that male school-teachers 
can hardly be secured because tho 
young fellows who formerly taught in 
the rural schools are now all in service 
as conductors or motormen. From the 
country towns In the East, too, there Is 
all the time going on an exodus among 
the most capable men to the offices of 
the transportation companies in the 
cities. Such are the opportunities 
which the extension of urban and ln- 
terurban lines hnve made thnt even 
women in some cases, as recently in 
Indianapolis, have attempted to quali¬ 
fy as conductors, and though in this 
Instance they proved unsuccessful, no¬ 
body dares to predict thnt five or fif¬ 
teen years hence the patrons of some 
American road may not be handing 
over their nickels to uniformed con¬ 
ductors in petticoats. 

A large proportion, certainly, of 
those who thus Join the ranks do so 
with the expectation of rising from 
the car platform to the higher paid 
positions of responsibility. Although 
the wages paid employes by the elec¬ 
tric roads are good for the class of 
work, the opportunities for advance¬ 
ment are what are especially attract¬ 
ing a superior elnss of men. Thou¬ 
sands. undoubtedly of the ambitious 
have been incited by the example of 
street railway kings of to-day, who 
only a few years ngo occupied humble 
positions at small wages. 

A large percentage coines from the 
country. It has indeed been the expe¬ 
rience of the elevated management 
that the lads from the smaller places 
are apt to pass very creditable phys¬ 
ical examinations and to develop into 
high-grade employes. 

Remarkable diversity ns to former 
occupations exists among the men 
whom the visitor to Boston notes ns 
polite conductors or motormen in well- 
cut uniforms. Many, of course, report 
simply thnt they have all their lives 
been farming or helping their parents 
on the farm, but among the hundreds 
of new ones taken on each year are to 
be found the names of men who must 
have been through stirring adventures 
before they undertook the useful task 
of collecting nickels. From the United 
States army and navy there is notice¬ 
able a regular drift to the service of 
the Boston company. Several score of 
former soldiers or sailors pass their 
examinations every year nnd enter the 
industrial ranks under the leadership 
of thnt veteran of the Spanish war, 
Major General William A. Bancroft, 
president of the elevated company. 

Those, too, who have been good serv¬ 
ants of Uncle Sam are likely to con¬ 
tinue to be good soldiers. They find 
in their new occupation opportunities 
for advancement which are impossible 
in army and navy, for there exists in 
It no Impassable barrier between com¬ 
missioned and non-commissioned offi¬ 
cers. The most efficient men may go 
right from the bottom to the top, as 
Indeed every division superintendent 
of the road hns. 

If men from the government service 
turn up often at the elevated com¬ 
pany's famous training school in the 
Sullivan square terminal, hardly less 
frequently do people from callings 
which would not seem exactly to pre¬ 
pare for street railroading present pa¬ 
pers of application and recommenda¬ 
tion. School-teachers and superintend¬ 
ents, weary of the deadening grind of 
the schoolroom, have lately been ap¬ 
pearing in considerable numbers. They 
know that in the chosen vocation tho 
Same devotion that was shown in 
teaching will eventually reward them 
much better. College students, too, en¬ 
ter the service, some for a few months 
In the summer and others—those of the 
type that the company most approves 
—for permanent work. 

It would be hard to say just how- 
many ex-clergymen are taking up nick¬ 
els instead of presenting contribution 
boxes on the lines running in nnd out 
of the New England metropolis. There 
la, at any rate, a considerable num¬ 
ber of them. Some are men who be¬ 
came discouraged In the disheartening 
task of maintaining a congregation In 
A town of diminishing population and 
lessening regard for religious tradi¬ 
tions, and they turn to the conductor’s 
filing as one which gives outdoor life, 
gxercise of Intelligent and abundant 
Opportunity to practice the Christian 
Virtue*. Occasionally a minister takes 
the examinations because be has some 
tnroat trouble which prevents his go¬ 


ing on with his preaching.—Chicago 
Chronicle.

British Shell of 1812. 

An IntereatinK relic of the war of 
1812 was recently hauled from the i 
depth of Curtis bay in a fish seine by 
B. It. Stull, says the Baltimore Amer¬ 
ican. The relic is a shell which is sup¬ 
posed to have been dropped overboard 
from one of the British warships 
which assailed Baltimore. 

He took the shell to Fort McHenry, 
where the ordnance officers pronounce 
it a shell of English make, and also 
Informed Mr. Stull that it was loaded. 
Mr. Stull was determined to find out 
what was inside and placing it under 
water, he carefully bored through the 
cap. 

When the cap was removed nbout a 
gill of black powder, which is in good 
condition, came out. There was some¬ 
thing else inside, so Mr. Stull contin¬ 
ued to dig. and at last dislodged 170 
leaden bullets, each about five-eighths 
of an inch in diameter, which had 
been firmly embedded iu brimstone. 

Tlie shell is 5% inches in diameter, 
and with its contents weighs 22*4 
pounds. 

It was also learned by Mr. Stull that 
the wooden cap was a portion of the 
shell, the method of shooting the shell 
being to place the cap on the shell, 
with a fuse leading through the cap 
and the bell metal to the interior of 
the shell. 

The powder charge for the gun was 
then either tied or wrapped around the 
outside of the wooden cap and the 
whole placed in tlif> gun. When the 
latter was discharged the powder ig¬ 
nited the fuse, which in turn carried 
a spark to the powder m the shell. 

Tlie spark reaching tlie brimstone 
caused a gas to form, and this explod¬ 
ed tlie shell, the leaden bullets causing 
the destruction.
